In my early adult 
years, March and April 
meant crappie fishing. 
During those days I 
perused every bush and 
sunken tree in straight 
creek hollow to find my 
limit of that tasty fish. 
Most of the time I was the 
passenger in my friend’s 
old fish and ski boat. 

Since we knew where 
most of the fish were, it 
really didn’t matter how 
we got to them. And once 
we were there a good 
heavy anchor would keep 
us hovering in the right 
spot until we had either 
caught a few good ones or 
determined that we needed 
to move on. I think that’s 
what makes crappie fish¬ 
ing so fun and accessible; 
it really doesn’t matter 
what kind of boat you 
have or even what kind 


of accessories it is fitted 
with; one can still catch 
his limit with the right 
bait and a little patience. 
The right bait can be a 
small crappie fly or even 
a plastic jig, but to have 
the best chance, it needs to 
be tipped with a minnow.

UNDERSTANDING 
THE BIBLE 

If you walk into 
a Christian bookstore, 
more often than not you 
will find dozens of ver¬ 
sions of the Bible. Nearly 
all of them claim easier 
readability or have the 
interests of a particular 
customer in mind, such 
as a “youth Bible” or a 
“woman's Bible.” 

Regular readers of this 
column will know I use 
the King James Bible. If 
you look to the end of this 
column, you will always 
see the words, “All Bible 
verses are KJV.” One of 
these days, I will explain 
why I only use the King 
James, but this week's 
column is about under¬ 
standing the Bible. 

Some people 

claim all the thees and the 
thous are the reason for 
reading the Bible being 
difficult. Others will get 
bogged down in seem¬ 
ingly endless genealogies 
that go on for chapters at a 
time. Still others will read 
a chapter or two and quit 
because they didn't seem 
to understand anything the 
Scripture was saying. 

I have heard these 
arguments and others, 
from people with all kinds 
of educations levels, high 
school dropouts to those 
with letters behind their 
name. With this being the 
case, one has to wonder 
if the problem is more 
than a lack of education 
or an unfamiliarity with 
1611 English. The Bible 
is a spiritual book. Could 
the problem be a spiritual 
problem? 

Upon salvation, a person 
receives the Holy Spirit 
from God. The Holy Spirit 
will dwell inside the 
Christian and abide with 
him forever (John 14:16- 
17). One of the jobs of the 
Holy Ghost is to guide us 
into all truth (John 16:13). 
We also know from the 
Scripture that the Word of 
God is truth (John 17:17). 
Putting all these pieces 
together, we come to this: 
All saved individuals have 
the Holy Spirit, and He 
will guide them in learn¬ 
ing the truth of God's 
Word. 

Paul explains 
this in greater detail in 1 
Corinthians chapter two. 
Verses six through nine of 
that chapter describe how 
the wisdom of God and 
the wisdom of the world 
are two different things. 

He goes on to explain 
that it is the Holy Spirit 
that reveals the mysteries 
of God to the Christian, 
“But God hath revealed 
them unto us by his Spirit: 
for the Spirit searcheth 
all things, yea, the deep 
things of God” (1 Corin¬ 
thians 2:10). 

Verse eleven tells us, the 
spirit within us does deter¬ 
mine what we can know, 
“For what man knoweth 
the things of a man, save 
the spirit of man which is 
in him? Even so the things 
of God knoweth no man, 
but the Spirit of God.” 

Here is an example of 
the “spirit of man.” Every 
parent who has more than 
one son has asked, “Did 
you hit your brother.” The 
child's response is, “No.” 


The young parent won¬ 
ders, “Where did he learn to 
do this? We've taught him 
not to hit, and he knows not 
to lie about it.” 

No child needs to 
be taught to lie or to act out 
in violent way. It is some¬ 
thing we all have within us; 
it is this “spirit of man” as 
the Bible says. 

How do we know the 
things of man? The spirit of 
man is within us. How do 
we know the things of God? 
The Spirit of God must be 
within us. 

Paul goes on to explain 
in verse twelve that we have 
received the Spirit of God, 
“that we might know the 
things that are freely given 
of us of God.” 

It appears clear the 
Scriptures are teaching a 
lack of understanding of the 
Bible is a spiritual problem, 
not a problem concerning 
education or comprehen¬ 
sion issues. 

Someone 

with the Spirit dwelling in 
them will not pick up the 
Bible read from Genesis to 
Revelation and know all 
there is to know about God 
and the Scriptures. Christ 
even told the Apostles, only 
hours before His death that 
He had many things to say 
to them, but they were not 
ready for them yet (John 
16:12). Receiving things as 
we are ready is one reason 


we should read the Bible 
over and over. Read it 
every day and when 
you reach the end, turn 
back to the first page 
and start anew. Just as a 
school child will learn 
the basics of addition 
and subtraction before 
moving on to multipli¬ 
cation; a Christian will 
pick up new things every 
time they read the Bible. 
Like the apostles, maybe 
we are not yet ready for 
some things, but a year, 
two years, ten years from 
now we will. 

Christians 

receive The Holy Spirit 
at salvation and He will 
guide us into all truth. 
Could it be that a lack 
of Biblical understand¬ 
ing is a salvation issue? 
Again, a person won't 
pick up the Bible and be 
an instant theologian, 
but there should be a 
basic understanding and 
growth along the way as 
He reads the Bible. The 
Spirit guiding Christians 
through the Bible is a 
promise of God that the 
unsaved does not receive 
(1 Corinthians 2:12-16).
